Enemy Rocket,

SAIGON (AP) _ Enemy rockets smashed into the center 
ii* 
alg n far the first time in two months today and mortars 
it more than a dozen other cities and allied installations in a 
fifth straight day of widespread enemy attacks. 
Heavy ground fighting also was reported at half a dozen 
points. 
Military communiques reported 45 Vietnamese civilians were 
killed and 117 wounded in the rain of more than 500 rockets 
and mortars that hit Saigon and cities to the northwest and 
south. A Japanese news correspondent, Tatsuo Sakai, 33, also 
became the 19th correspondent to die in the war. Only five 
Americans were reported wounded in the widespread shellings.

tally shot in the back while cy­ 
cling in downtown Saigon. The 
shooting touched off a running 
motorcycle gun battle that left a 
South Vietnamese soldier and 
one of the three Vietnamese as­ 
sailant' wounded.

Any resolution faces an al­ 
most certain Soviet veto and 
this was foreshadowed by Soviet 
delegate Jacob Malik’s bitter 
opposition to any U.N. discus­ 
sion of the issue at all.

foreign troops to get out and 
urged the people to keep calm. 
He spoke in slow, measured 
tones and refrained so far as 
possible from open contention 
with Malik. 
“ I warn to convince Ambassa­ 
dor Malik,” he said, “ that my 
government’s only aim is to pro­ 
tect the rights of the workers of 
Czechoslovakia and the security 
of the socialist camp.”

PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslovaks massed today on 
Vaclavske Namesti, Prague’s main square, in a violent 
demonstration against the Soviet-led occupation and the 
airest of their reform-minded Communist chief, Alex­ 
ander Dubcek. 
Ignoring requests by the clandestine Prague radio 
to maintain calm to avoid giving the foreign soldiers an 
excuse for further violence, a crowd of about 20,000 
shook their fist at the Russians and shouted: “ Russian 
murders go home!” They called for Dubcek’s release.

the square. It could not be 
determined 
immediately 
whether the soldiers were 
aiming at demonstrators or 
loosing warning shots into 
the air. 
Soviet tank troops, who had 
been covering all approaches to 
the square since their arrival 
Wednesday, immediately closed 
all bridges across toe Vltava 
River, which divides the city. 
The move came as Czechoslo­ 
vak Communists, reacting to 
the occupation by 200,000 Rus­ 
sian and Kremlm-line satellite 
troops, convened in an extraor­ 
dinary party congress that its 
liberal leadership had originally 
scheduled to open Sept. 9. 
This was a last-ditch attempt 
to force the troops to leave 
through political pressure.

LANSING <AP)—Friends and 
foes of slate aid to parochial 
parents clashed for seven hours 
Wednesday at the third of five 
legislative public hearings held 
en the controversial issue. 
As in earlier debates, propo­ 
nent* said some form of aid 
is needed to keep nonpubiic 
schools from folding, that pri­ 
vate schools often prove better 
for poor students than public 
schools, and that private school 
parents now bear a double bur­ 
den of taxation.

of private schools, lead to gov­ 
ernment controls over them, 
and further weaken support, for

schools.

For Lawn Care 
Before Fall 
Most lawns have received at 
least one fertilization this year; 
in most cases a fertilizer high 
in nitrogen. If the lawn need* 
additional fertility a complete 
fertilizer 
w i t h 
considerable 
phosphate and potash should be 
used For the rest of the grow­ 
ing season green grass is want­ 
ed but there is also need to de­ 
velop a good root system for 
next year’s grass. A 12-12-12 
fertilizer at 15 pounds per 1,000 
square feet will do the job. 
Fa'll is also a good time to 
control broadleaf weeds. Dande­ 
lion and plantain are easily con­ 
trolled at this time with 2-4-D. 
Chickweed and other more dif­ 
ficult weeds to kill can be erad­ 
icated with Silvex. 
Powdery mildew ta often • 
problem in late summer a n d 
fall on Kentucky Blue grass 
growing in shade. This disease 
can be controlled with Ka ra­ 
th ane but in the long run ft 
would be best to grow a shade 
adapted grass such as creeping 
or red fescue. 
If you have been cutting your 
lawn rather short all summer, 
change the procedure and eut at 
lty to 2 inches throughout the 
fall.

Upper Peninsular usually turn southward 
when they travel because their strong orienta­ 
tion is in that direction. Northward is Lake 
Superior and wooded Canada. 
But this is the summer when Upper Pen­ 
insular should feel a strong pull to the east. 
To Sault Ste. Marie, to be specific. 
The Sault is celebrating its Tricentennial 
and welcoming visitors to the oldest settlement 
in Michigan and in the Midwest. It was an out­ 
post of France when there was only a sprinkling 
of settlement along the Atlantic Coast of Amer­ 
ica. Before white men topped the Alleghenies 
and looked down upon the broad valley of the 
Ohio in their westward drive, there was a log 
settlement at Sault Ste. Marie, where the out­ 
pouring from mighty Lake Superior rushes 
down over the rapids of the St. Mary’s River.

★ 
In the War of 1812 an expedition which 
couldn’t defeat the British holding the fort on 
the hill on Mackinac Island sailed on to the Sault 
and burned some warehouses there to retaliate 
on British businessmen who weren’t as invul­ 
nerable as British soldiers in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 
The place drips with history. 
Three hundred years of it and even more, 
because Etienne Brule was there long before 
Father Marquette. 
And you get the strong feeling of it in a 
visit to the Sault at any time. The feeling will 
grow with the Sault’s fine restorations and 
signing of historic sites, like the seignory of 
Repetigny. It was a part of Upper Canada when 
Canada was New France. 
This was the first settlement on the water 
line of travel which opened the heartland of 
America to white settlement from Europe, by 
way of the St. LawTence, Ottawa and French 
rivers and the North Channel of I^ake Huron. 
(The earliest penetration of the continent was 
by this route because of the belligerence of the 
Iroquois in what’s now New' York State.)

The fight for empire had a bastion here, 
with a short British reign after a long French 
one and the border was still so unsettled even 
after American accession that Fort Brady was 
created to secure the frontier and keep the In­ 
dians off the warpath. 
Now’ Fort Brady is a college campus, one 
of the most unique in America and one of the 
most stimulating. They’re teaching math in the 
old mule bam of the post and the officers’ quar­ 
ters are housing offices and there’s make-do all 
over the place and a great spirit of get-ahead. 
When you top the low eminence to the west 
of the Sault now and look dow'n to the St. Mary’s 
and Sugar Island and Canada beyond, there's a 
great new' pilon on the skyline in the Sault. It 
is the tower of the Missionaries, erected by the 
Catholic Church and due to be formally opened 
on Sept. 20 next to Old St. Mary’s Church, w'hich 
served the late Bishop Frederic Baraga, “The 
Apostle of the Chippew'a,” whose cause for can­ 
onization is now' being processed.

The Sault has been severely hurt by expira­ 
tion of industries, the tannery, the Cadillac Soo 
Lumber Co., Soo Woolen Mills, Union Carbide 
Co., and others. It is now, by a very hurtful 
stroke of military planning, losing Kincheloe Air 
Force Base nearby, a major bolster of the Sault’s 
economy. 
These reverses have created a great problem 
of economic giw th in the Sault. It is almost 
as though Job and his boils are having an un­ 
relenting municipal counterpart in the Sault. But 
there’s nothing like adversity to bring out the 
best in people and th e Sault h a s been able 
to generate an inspiring spirit of municipal ef­ 
fort for growth. 
If you’re out to see the w'orld this summer, 
see the Sault, as one of our very best examples 
of the unquenchable human spirit. 
All the history is a bonus and the biggest 
show in the Upper Peninsula — the ship canal 
passage of the world’s greatest marine traffic

‘‘I want to let it be known 
that being in a program Like 
this—in spite of all in its favor— 
has been and will continue to 
be an extremely trying situa­ 
tion,” one said. “I have been 
locked up now' for more than 
six years, and these past four 
months have been among the 
most miserable 
“One feels like a puppy left 
out on a very long leash to sniff 
around, constantly watched and 
snatched away from things he 
feels he ought to have and do. 
“ It isn’t really easy going 
down there every day and hav­ 
ing to return there every night. 
The emotional strain is quite 
noticeable among the inmates 
attending college.” 
But the disadvantages af the 
program have not changed the 
prisoner’s mind about its over­ 
all value. ‘‘Our uppermost ob­ 
jective is to get as much educa­ 
tion as possible and. most of all, 
to make a parole and live like 
ordinary people,” he said.
